Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I; claims 1-24, directs to a method for singulating one semiconductor die; 
Species II: claims 25-43, directs to a method for singulating one semiconductor die, 
comprising depositing a protective layer over a portion of an active surface of a 
semiconductor wafer; cutting through the semiconductor wafer with one laser beam 
having a beam narrow than a width of one channel, which are not recited in claims 1-24; 
Species III: claims 44-47, directs to an apparatus for singulating one semiconductor die; 
Species IV: claims 48-58, directs to a method for singulating one semiconductor die, 
comprising defining a pattern grid and forming a plurality of cuts having a second width 
less than a first width through a semiconductor wafer, which are not recited in claims 1- 
43; 

Species V: claims 59-77, directs to a method of singulating a wafer scale assembly. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic in the claims.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
